ail rovenne in cucces of ctst of collection and cdministretion 
srcins not only fron refistration fcos, encraters’ licenses and 
Goacsolir> rocd tolls, bet elso fron "ony other special charges « « « 
with Tospest to the operation of motor venicles . . ." FI think ~ 
tae fees, finos ond forfoitures nontioned in ce. 116, s. 30 ere 
Encludcd within the reaning of "any other soeclal charges", pare 
ticulsrly in view of the fact that ths constitutional article 
sithoerices the use of such funds for the “supervision of treffic" 
en tho hichwvovzs. 


To the extont that the funds ree 
coived by the Cortissioncer reprosent "fines assossed against any 
violator of law cpprchanded or prosceutsd by a police employco* 
for offensas not connected with the use and onerntion of motor 
vehicles, thoy moy be pleced in the general fund, and neod not 
to restricted to higray purposes.
